Of the Nature of ELI SES of the SUN and Moox, 


HERE is nothing in Aſtronomy which ſhews tle 

great Sagacity of human Underſtanding, and its detp 
Penetration, more than a clear Explicatien of the ſydden 
Diſappearings of the Sun and Moon, that is, of their Fclipſes; 
and the accurate Predictions when they are to come to pa 
which the Aſtronomers can now foretel almoſt to a Minute. 
Though this be the niceſt and moſt ſubtle Speculation of our 
Science, yet it is certain and undoubtable; than which nothing 
can be more ſublime, or worthy of our Contemplation. 

* The Word Eclip/e is derived from the Greek zue, 
which ſignifies to faint, or to ſwoon away: So ſick and dying 
* Perſons, when a ſwooning Fit and a death-like Faintneh 
comes over them, were ſaid by the Greeks to fall into ar 
« Ecliple. Aſter the ſame Manner the Moon, when ſhe ſhines 
* with a fall Face, if ſhe falls into the Shadow of the Earth, 
does loſe the enlivening Beams of the Sun's Light, and gro 
pale, as if ſhe were about to die. And the Sun again, u ben 
the Moon interpoſes her Body, and deprives us of his Rea: 
and Light; though in himſelf he retains his Luke, yet to 
us he ſeems to vaniſh and grow dark. At ſuch Times tit 
© Sun and Moon are ſaid to {ſuffer and fall into an Eclipe. 
* Theſe Echpſes muſt be here explained: And, that we ni 
begin from the firſt Principles, 

It is to be obſerved, that all opake and dark Bodies, wit 
they are expoſed to the direct Light of the Sun, eaſt a Shacos 
behind them, that is oppoſite to the Line the Sun is in. Thu 
Shadow is nothing but the Loſs or Privation of Light in the 
Space oppoſite to the Sun, by reaſon the Sun's Kays 4 
* intercepicd by the opake Body. Now, fince the Larth ! 
an opake Body, it muſt likewiſe caſt a Shadow towards th 


Space oppolite to the Sun; in which Space if the Mo 
(ow

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« ſkould come, it muſt neceſſarily be darkened, and loſe the 
« Light which it had before from the Sun, And becauſe the 
Figure of the Earth is ſpherical, the Figure of the Shadow 
« would be cylindrical, if the Earth and Sun were of equal 
« Bigneſs ; or, if the Earth were bigger than the Sun, the 
Shadow would have the Figure of a Cone, which had loſt a 
piece at its Top or Vertex; and the farther it were extended, 
* would grow thicker and thicker : And in both theſe Caſes 
the Shadow. would run out into infinite Space, without ever 
having an End; and then it would involve ſometimes the 
© other Planets, Mars, Jupiter and Saturn, within it, when 
they come to be oppoſite to the Sun, and enter within that 
Space: But this is never obſerved, for then theſe Planets 
© would be eclipſed ; and therefore the Sun muſt neceſſarily be 
greater than the Earth, whoſe Shadow mult conſequently be 
* of a conical Figure, and end in a Point. 

But the Moon, fince its Diameter is contained about three 
Times in the Diameter of the Shadow, and the Diameter of 
the Shadow is leſs than that of the Earth, mult needs be 
much leſs than our Earth.”
